It is 
also vaguely reported that his visit to 
Jamnagar was in connection with "certain 
accounts" and "some secret activities 
regarding import of gold from America".

“Brusa", Belton Lane, Grantham James KENDALL was formerly a member 
of the firm Grantham Productions, Ltd., of which W. Denis KENDALL, M.?., 
was managing director. James KENDALL is believed now to be in the 
employ of one of Mrs. VAN DER ELST's firms engaged in the production of 
toilet preparations, and is not now resident in Grantham. an a 
Lieut.

c, "IT am Dennis KENDALL, Member of the British 
Parliament” - announced an agitated voice to Dawn, a 
little after. lunch time on Sunday last over the telephone.

HAMER is an ardent admirer of Sir 
Oswald MOSLEY and was detained under DR.18B. from 1940 to 
1942; he had hoped to raise funds to finance MOSLEY's 
political movement from the "People's Car" deal, but the 
project came to nothing when the Maharajah withdrew from 
the negotiations at the eleventh hour. 


Though failing here, HAMER has been successful 
in another direction and has secured an interest for 
Alexander RAVEN THOMSON (PF.46785) in KENDALL's Grantham 
printing works. RAVEN THOMSON, once Director of Policy 
in British Union, is still working with MOSLEY; he has 
formed a publishing company with Allan T, SMITH (PF.68016) 
to be called "THOMSON and SMITH", and besides a certain 
amount of legitimate commercial work will use the Grantham 
Press for printing political (i.e. Fascist) literature.

On the 23rd. of November I was asked by Cmdr. LAUDER, P.I.0., 
GREENOCK, whether it would be possible for Mr. KENDALL, M.P., who was due 
to embark on the "AQUITANIA", to take his Secretary and Fiancee out to 
the ship to see him off. ar 


I was informed that this request had come from the Office of 
the First Lord to the Admiralty, but as there appeared to be no reason 
for making exceptions in this case I replied that the request could 
not be granted. 


On the 25th of November I was again approached by the P.I.0O., 
who stated that the Secretary to the First Lord had personally requested 
F.O.1.C., GREENOCK, to allow these two ladies to go out with Mr. KENDALL 
to the ship. I therefore, ‘phoned your Office for instructions, and 
was later informed - MAGOR/STEWART, speaking - that the ladies were not to 
be allowed out to the ship, and that Mr. KENDALL was to be politely 
asked from what source he obtained his information as to the ship on 
which he was going to embark. 


This instruction was carried out when Mr. KENDALL embarked on 
SUNDAY, 26th of November. His explanation was that when in London he 
had been ordered to report for embarkation to the 5.1.0. at Princes Pier, 
GREENOCK, and that this was, of course, known to his Secretary and Fiancee 
whom he brought up to Glasgow two days prior to the date of embarkation. 
The party stayed at the Central Hotel where KENDALL alleges he found 
out the name of the ship on which he was going was the "AQUITANIA" - this 
information, according to him, being well known to the majority of the 
residents of the hotel.
